NEW YORK—Behind the nomination 
in Trenton, N. J., yesterday of Dr. Wood- 
row. Wils6n, president of Princeton Uni- 
versity, as the Democratic candidate for 
Governor is said to be hidden the most 
determined struggle for control of the 
Democratic party campaign 
that ended in the nomination of 
Alton B. Parker in 1904. Dr. Wilson 
“was nominated as the result of a long 
series of conferences of eastern Demo- 
crats who desire to snatch the reins of 
the national organization from the rad- 
ical element that has been in control 
Since 1896. 

The old gold Democratic organization 
and the Cleveland Democracy, so-called, 
and many powerful business organiza- 
tions are behind the Wilson candidacy, 
and if he is elected Governor—and poli- 
ticians give him more than an even 
chance—he will be used to sidetrack the 
Gaynor, Harmon, Marshall and Hoke 
Smith booms, according to the best in- 
formed politicians in this city. 

That William J. Bryan realizes the 
Wilson candidacy is intended to shake 
off his grip on the party was asserted 
by ‘Democratic leaders here today. In 
confirmation they point to what he says 
of Hoke Smith of Georgia, in the Com- 
moner, out today, which follows: 

“The Georgia convention in ratifying 
the nomination of ex-Gov. Hoke Smith, 
who recently won the gubernatorial nom- 
ination at the primary, suggested him 
for the presidency. Hoke Smith is 
from the South. He is a big man, too. 
He was in the cabinet. 

“He has been Governor and will be 
Governor again. Why do the corpora- 
tion papers not boom Smith? Why? 

“Well, just read the following from 
his speech at the convention and you 
will see. He said: 


since the 


“The great corporations in Georgia 
must keep out of politics. They must 
not be allowed by hired politicians’ 
agents to dominate or control legislation 
or administration.’ That seals his doom 
go far as the corporation papers are con- 
cerned, but it ought to strengthen him 
with the people. 

“And the gold Democrats. 
they fly to the support of Smith? 
was a gold man, he- was not 
with free silver.’ Why don’t they start 
a boom for him? Because he made the 
fatal mistake of voting for Mr. Bryan.” 

Politicians contrasted this Bryan-Smith 
declaration with Dr. Wilson’s statement 
in accepting the nomination when he 
said: 

“We shall not act either justly or 
wisely if we attack established interests 
as public enemies. It is easy to condemn 
wrong and to fulminate against wrong- 
doers in effective rhetorical phrases, but 
that does not bring either reform or 
peace of mind. It is the states and not 
the federal government that create cor- 
porations. The regulation of corpora-

tions is the duty of the state much more 


directly than it is the duty of the gov- 
ernment of the United States.” 

Dr. Wilson’s candidacy was. furthered 
by former United States Senator James 
Smith, Jr., leader’ of the ultra-conserva- 
tive Democrats of New Jersey and ack- 
nowledged a corporation man, assisted 
by Col. George B, Harvey, president of 
Harpers. As an inducement to the dele- 
gates to nominate Mr. Wilson they were 
told that he would be the candidate of 
the East for the next Democratic nomi- 
nation for President and that he would 
“put New Jersey back on the Democratic 
map.”

EXPLOSION TODAY 
IN POWER PLANT 


An explosion oceurred at 5:20 a. m. to- 
day at the power plant of the Boston 
Elevated railway on Boylston street, |

The government’s red tape on three 
important Massachusetts projects, two 


affecting Boston and one Lynn, has 


at last been unwound and with the ap- 
proval of the secretary of war finally 
Abbot, 


army engineer, today begins the actual 
arrangements for work on two projects 
and gives the city of Boston authority to 
go ahead with the third. 

The all-important Chelsea-Charles- 
town bridge plans for a temporary draw 
are approved. Mayor John F. Fitzgerald 
is notified of the action of the corps of 
engineers. From now on the matter of 
this change of the present structure to 
a temporary bridge will be up to the 
city government. The only part the 
engineer corps plays is in the appoint- 
ment by Colonel Abbot of an inspector 
who will see that the local government 
carries out the plats properly. 
he next impor project to Boston 
is the aj plans that will make 
the Mystic river the upper main ship 
channel of Boston harbor. The specifi- 
cations for contractors will be printed 
at once. The contractors will have yntil 
Oct. 17 to send in their figures. The 
river is to be dredged up stream from 
the Chelsea-Charlestown bridge, a depth 
of 30 feet as far as Island End river. A 
pocket or turning plac. in the channel, 
which will be of sufficient depth for 
large vessels easily maneuver, will 
also be constructed.. 

The third project affects Lynn har- 
bor, where a state commission has been 
appointed Governor Draper to de- 
vise a plan for the development of the 
harbor, The war department's approved 
plan calls for the expenditure of $58.,- 
000, the work to include dredging se 
that the harbor will have a 15-foot chan- 
nel. The entire project for this develop. 
ment calls for the expenditure of $179.- 
000, but only the smaller sum is avail- 
able for the present work. The specifi- 
cations will be ready for contractors in 
a few days and estimates must be sub- 
mitted before noon, Oct_19. 

As soon as the estimates are received 
on both the Lynn and Mystic proposi- 
tions Assistant Chief of Engineers in 
Boston Thomas Jansen will open them, 
and the name of the lowest bidder sent 
Washington. The contract will be 
a few days and work must 
start at once. The Lynn harbor project 
must be completed in ll months. Time 
for completing the Mystic channel work 
will be specified later. 

The official communication to Mayor 
Fitzgerald shuws that while the 
structure is only a temporary one, and 
while the regular structure is to be 
rebuilt or repaired, it is not anticipated 
by the city to build a permanent $2,000,- 
000 or thereabout bridge for at least 10 
years. 

The order says in part: 

“This is to certify that the map of lo- 
cation and plans of the Chelsea bridge 
are hereby approved bv the secretary of 
war subject to the following conditions: 

1. That the officer of the 
United States army in charge of the dis- 
trict (Colonel Abbot) within which the 
bridge is to be built may supervise its 
construction in order that said plans shall 
be complied with.

In the second group were some of the 
viceroys who enjoyed office when the 
viceroyalty of New Spain was founded. 
The next division told the story of Hi- 
dalgo and Morelos, who figured in a 
revolution against Spain in 1810-15. The 
federal republic was portrayed and the 
French invasion, the siege of Queretaro,

This we have planted about 
15.000 acres from the same seed, which 
has produced a slight increase in length

of staple over the previous year’s plant- 
ing. From our experience in 1909 
learn that growing of cotton in Imperial 
valley is not a ‘poor man’s crop,’ as is 
generally spoken of in the cotton grow- 
ing states. Several planters produced a 
bale and a half to the acre, and from 
one 160-acre plantation the gross in- 
come was $11,200, which netted the own- 
ers, after paving all expenses, over $8000, 
or about $50 an acre. 
S100 to $150 this makes a very profitable 
business. When it is considered that 
this represents the planting of cotton in 
an irrigated district by a planter knowing 
little of the cotton industry, we think we 
have made a splendid showing.

Such a man is 
of the «reatest advantage to the thief. 
The corrupt politician is no worse than 
that corrupt politician’s mainstay, the 
newspaper which says what is not true 
about men in public life. Honesty, 
truth, courage—you need them just as 
much in public as in private life. 

“T have no hostility to corporations as 
such. I recognize the corporation as a 
necessary method of dealing with modern 
business conditions. The corporation has 
its rights and is entitled to full protec. 
tion in the. exercise of those rights. But 
the corporation is not entitled to vote, 
or to the ownership of any public man.

Wt the abolishment Of the alley | 
and the back yard, as it was) 
known a few years ago, there has come 
a great change in the character of the 
service and of the noise. 

In large cities where the houses are 
of necessity set close to the street the 
alley was the simplest solution to the 
problem of the ash and garbage man, 
but as more of us move into the 
suburbs where the yards are large and 
gardens are hobbies of the owners of 
the home, we come to live more in the 
open and have become averse to the 
sight of laundry flapping in the breeze 
or mops and brooms hanging by the side 
of the door and the garbage and rubbish 
cans a constant eyesore, says *he Los 
Angeles Herald. In many localities the 
fences have gone entirely and the back 
yards are made into a veritable park 
Where the lawn is continuous, one’s in- 
dividuality being expressed only in the 
flowers planted, and these must con- 
form to a certain extent with the gen- 
eral plan. 

By many, however, this is considered 
undesirable, as there is, of course, very 
little privacy procurable, and fences are 
converted into things of beauty covered 
with vines.

Don't Pinch on the Ice 


Keep the ice compartment full of ice. 
The more ice the greater the economy. 
There are many people who from a false 
idea of economy fail to get the best re. 
sults from the use of ice and refriger- 


ators. A common mistake is getting a 


small piece of ice every day~tr every 


other day, instead of filling the ice cham- 


ber two or three times a week. If you 
keep the box well filled, you will have 
the benefit of the maximum cooling ca- 
pacity of your refrigerator; otherwise the 
temperature will never be very low and 
things will not keep as well. A small 
piece of ice cannot reduce the temper- 
ature sufficiently, and the result is that 
each new pié¢ce melts more rapidly and 
the food cannot be kept long. When the 
box is kept thoroughly chilled, the ice it- 
self does not get a chance to melt. The 
ice compartment should never be opened 
unless absolutely necessary.—Ladies’

The combination offered by this course 
is said to be the first of its kind ever 
offered by any public school in the coun- 
trv, and educators of this state and oth- 
ers are watching its preliminary work- 
ing with interest. If the scheme proves 
entirely satisfactory it is believed to be 
a good solution of the problem of sup- 
plying industrial education. 

In June 35 boys enrolled for the new 
course, and during the summer these 
boys were taken into shops about the 
city as preliminary training for the 
course. The boys are divided into two 
|groups, each group taking one week at 
the technical high school while the other 
works in the selected machine shops or 
factories. By alternating, each boy 
gets a fair share of both classes of in- 
struction. Upon graduation the boys 
will receive apprenticeship certificates 
and will be entitled to seek employment 
as skilled mechanics. 


Superintendent Condon is much in- 


'terested in the scheme which has been 
| worked out for Providence. The commis- 


| sioner of education for the state, Walter | 


|E. Ranger, is watching the scheme with 
a possible idea of adopting it for all 
the parts of the state. Superintendent 
Condon says: 

“The pian for a cooperative course 
which began in full this fall has been 
planned with the idea of doing away 
with all of the objections that have 
arisen in other communities attempting 
the same or similar plans. The whole 
course is to be under the direct super- 
vision of the school authorities, much 
closer than it has been in any other city, 
where the scheme has been tried. The 
Providence factories have entered into 
the plan in excellent fashion. 

“A noticeable part of the agreement 
we have made with the factories is the 
high wage they will pay the students 
in their shops.. The boys will get 10 
cents an hour for shop work. They will 
work every other week in shops during 
the school year, and every week in sum- 
mer with the exception of three, which 
we allow them as vacation. 

“The scheme differs: from those in 
which the boys study at night, a thing 
that is not pleasant. Instead of work- 
ing in shops days and going to night 
school the boys divide both duties, work- 
ing and going to school daytimes only.”

EDITORIAL . 


Boston, Mass., Friday, September 16, 1910. 


GREATER Boston will have to be taken 
seriously. Already existent, it lacks only 
unity to become one magnificent piece of 
machinery that could rightfully claim tenth 
place in the population roll of world’s cities. 
Even now Boston’s right to be multiplied 
into a metropolis is being aired by her 
business men and considered more or less 
favorably by the citizens of the forty odd 
conununities on which her eyes are fixed. 
Their viewpoints differ, but it may be confidently stated that where 
thev are able to see the undeniable advantages to be derived from 
centralization of effort these cities and towns will gradually doff 
the mask of opposition to a project that promises to take definite 
form sometime. 

The census of 1910 supplied new leaven that has spread until 
the whole agreeable Greater Boston mixture is seething. Where 
civic pride is so strong, ambition probably will be satisfied with 
nothing less than a policy of benevolent assimilation gradually 
extended until a large portion of Massachusetts has lost its idea 
of differentiation and been absorbed into one big municipality, on 
which no limitations are imposed. If the population of Boston were 
reckoned on that basis for 1910, it has been estimated, the figures 
would show 1,439,182 persons. Benefits accruing from such a 
merger would more than offset any loss of independence that might 
result. First of all there should be more economy and greater 
efficiency in administration. The whole tendency of consolidation, 
rightly effected, is to introduce community of interest into business 
or social life, while promoting growth and homogeneity. 
Centralization of control over large interests is an inevitable law 
based on necessity, and when its perfected workings are seen to be 
for the good of humanity, mankind will slowly but surely assent 
to its further extension. 

We hear a great deal in late years about conservation of 
natural resources, and the broader meaning of the word conservation 
is lost sight of 1n the limited sense of its usual application. Why 
should not conservation be made to cover municipal expenditures 
as well as forests, water power and a tew other things’ It rests 
with Boston to assume the initiative in proposing a merger that 
would solidify many busy hives of industry into an immense, 
smooth-running organization, moved by a common interest for 
progressive development.

Indians will have been entirely assimilated 
Passing by the white people is the interesting 

assertion of a Washington authority, whose 
statement, if authentic, does away with all 
uncertainty in regard to the solution of a 
race problem that has aroused never-ending 
speculation. The amalgamation is said to 
be progressing rapidly in Oklahoma among 
the five civilized tribes. Thus the current 
belief that the red man was disappearing is upheld to some extent, 
but explained in a manner that throws an entirely different light 
on the subject. : 

When Europeans settled on the American continent the Indian 
population within the present area of the United States was estimated 
at more than 1,000,000. In 1855 the commissioner of Indian affairs 
reported 350,000 of them in the United States. By the census of 
1870 there were 385,577, and by that of 1880 there were 255,938. 
In 1886 the commissioner ot Indian affairs estimated the number 
at 247,761. Thereby was created the belief that the Indians were 
gradually decreasing in numbers. A table prepared from the repoft 
of the commissioner of Indian affairs in 1884 showed that in the 
different states and territories there were sixty-one agencies, with 
a population of 246,794, and that the Indian population of Canada 
was about 151.952. It will be remembered that when the 
confederation of states was formed the Indians became a charge of 
Congress and passed under the control of that body. It is the 
policy of Congress that Indians shall be made citizens upon 
renouncing their tribal relations, and this fact, more than anything, 
has borne a direct relation to the process of amalgamation now 
discovered. 

Realization of what a momentous discovery this is will only 
serve to convince the world still more that no problem is too difficult 
for a progressive people to solve. In that short space of a few 
hundred years—nothing in the light of eternity—a noble, primitive 
race has been dispossessed, subdued, cared for and _ practically 
assimilated by its conquerors. The men and women whose ancestors 
hunted the primeval forest or roamed wild over hill and dale have 
different thoughts and ambitions. No more does hatred act as a 
check to their advancement. Gone are the days when the wrongs 
done their fathers rankled and drove them to strife. And now 
we learn that in a hundred years more the Indians will be merged 
in the Caucasian race. Wonders never will cease. The work of 
war is being outdone by that of peace.

The Parting 
Words of 


Governor 


THe address delivered by Governor Hughes 
at the state fair in Syracuse on Wednesday, 
in the presence of upward of 5000 persons, 
is taken as practically his last utterance as 
a public mag, in the ordinary application 
and acceptance of the term. It is scarcely 
imaginable that he will ever cease to feel 
a deep interest in political affairs, but as a 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States, it 1s only reasonable to assume, he 
will display the same punctilious regard for the proprieties that he 
always has while serving the people in other respects. It is one 
of his striking characteristics that while he employs to the full 
every legitimate opportunity that place and position may give him, 
he is scrupulously mindful always of legal limitations. As a justice 
of the supreme court, or as chief justice in that body, Charles 
Evans Hughes will doubtless be found acting under the same high 
sense of obligation to the constitution that during his term as 
Governor of the greatest state in the Union has. marked his attitude 
toward the law.- It is satisfying that so safe a man ‘is to become 
a member of the tribunal upon whose decisions hang interests vital 
at once to the citizen and to the nation. 

His valedictory was full of counsel to be cherished by the 
American people a3 a whole. He dwelt especially upon the subject 


‘that 1s uppermost today in the minds of thoughtful people—the 


safeguarding of ‘the means by which a democracy governs itself. 
He has long been an advocate, and he is still a champion, of the 
direct primary, but the purpose is more to him than the method. 
“Under our system,’ he said, “representative government cannot 
be deemed to be securely based if, through complicated machinery, 
the selections of our great political parties are left to the 


_ determination of cabals.” 


- 


Kloquently and forcibly did he present the fact that the 
privileges enjoyed under the torm of government which the 
founders handed down to the American people of today cannot be 
preserved save at the cost of constant vigilance on the part of the 
privileged. The people must be ever alert to their own interests, 
and he expressed the: belief that’never betore were they more 
sensitive to the honorable conduct of public affairs. 

Despite the conflicts of self-interest, “notwithstanding the 
abundant opportunities which democracy affords for the display of 
weakness and depravity, my experience in public affairs, -he said, 
“has strengthened my faith in the institutions of our government 
and my confidence that administration in this favored state will 
more and more closely approach to the standards of rectitude and 
efficiency to which our people are lovally devoted.” 

These are cheering words, and they are all the more comforting 
since they come from a man whose. brief but eventful political 
career has been a continuous battle agaimst corrupting influences.

There™ 
would be slight demand for them in the better class of theaters 
nowadays, and public opinion having brought their almost general 
replacement, it is better to keep them, as far as possible, in innocuous 
desuetude. 

Ridicule’ never is constructive, and laughter tinged with 
contempt is not the better sort of mirth. “Disparagement of a person 
is unworthy and falls short of arousing good feeling if it does 
not actually provoke wrath. in the unfortunate subject. More 
tantalizing than derision, it is eyen less excusable, and races as 
well as individuals exercise a privilege when they resent being made 
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the butt of ridicule, whether it takes on local, national or international 
dimensions. Theatergoers will recall how general were the protests 
stirred a few years ago by the stage caricaturing ofa certain race, 
whose members throughout the last century had played leading 
parts in world events. It was but natural that men who had attained 
eminence in all walks of life, including government service, should 
give forcible expression to their feelings when that race was belittled 
in order to furnish theatergoers with a questionable amusement, 
instead of truthful portrayals The range of humorous subjects 
is wide enough without that diversion, and mirth of a general kind 
is far more entertaining. 

The time surely is coming when theatrical jesters’ reflections 
upon the people of any particular race, color or condition will be 
unprofitable—when such unpleasant features must be separated even 
from vaudeville acts. All the world’s peoples are right in looking 
for respect instead of contempt, helpful treatment rather than jests 
at their expense, and proper recognition of the dignity to which 
they are attaining as international advancement wears away the 
dividing lines and creates more similitude of thought and feeling. 


Former Governor Curtis Guild of Massa- 
chusetts, special ambassador of the United 
States to the centennial celebration of 
Mexican independence, at a banquet given 
in the name of this country at the capital 
of the sister republic to officials of its 
government on Wednesday, expressed 
Sentiments which, we _ believe, will be 
appreciated in Mexico and throughout Latin 
America no less heartily than ‘they will be 
approved in the United States. It is, to say the least, a pleasant 
circumstance that this country on such an occasion should be 
represented by a distinguished citizen capable of addressing the 
leading citizens of the nation to which he is accredited in their own 
tongue. No matter how trifling the advantage gained in this 
particular may seem to some, it will be difficult for those most 
indifferent to the niceties of international etiquette not to see where 
not only disadvantage but embarrassment might have resulted had 
the case been different. This country, not alone as the neighbor 
of nations having millions of Spanish-speaking people, but as a 
nation having millions of Spanish-speaking people within its own 
territory, would have cut rather a sorry figure at the Mexican 
centennial celebration if represented by a special ambassador who 
was ignorant of that language. There ought to be found in this 
a valuable hint for young men aspiring to consular and diplornatic 
appointment in the future. The United States has not become a 
world power without involving its citizens in duties and 
responsibilities that extend far beyond provincial and even national 
lines. If its people are to fill their proper place in the world’s 
activities, they must be equipped to meet the world on its terms. 

But former Governor Guild went farther than merely speaking 
in Spanish. What he said might have been said with fine effect 
in any language. Eventually, if spoken in English, it would have 
reached and would have given pleasure to Spanish-American ears. 
Sut it was better as he gave it, and this country has the satisfaction 
of knowing. that not only were its sentiments toward Mexico 
properly interpreted by its representative but that they were expressed 
tactfully and gracefully. 

On such occasions orators are disposed, as a rule, to go the 
full length, if not beyond, in describing the attitude of their country 
toward its neighbors. It does not appear, however, that Mr. Guild 
exaggerated. He went no farther, at all events, than his country 
would have him go, when he made it clear that our interest in 
Mexico and in all of our neighbors is continental in breadth and 
scope. He certainly stated the case for his country with great 
exactness when he said: ‘The United States seeks no new territory, 
no new control.. Our people loathe war and seek peace with honor. 

We ask that we may work with you and with your sister 
republics until the credit and the honor_of all America from the 
north pole to Tierra del Fuego shall have won equal respect in every 
market of the globe.” \

Lieut J. E. Fickew’s success at sharpshoot- | 
ing from an aeroplane in flight assigns a , | 
new value to small-arm fire in actual service, | 
because it proves that an enemy can be sub- 
jected to a “plunging fire” from the vicinity 
of the clouds. Thus a sort of military 
“fourth dimension” is developed. Armies 
will be obliged to defend themselves against 
attacks, not only from the proverbial front, 
rear and flank, but likewise from above. 
Meanwhile the service of securing information regarding an enemy's 
movements tindergoes radical readjustment, when in five minutes 
scouts can mount to altitudes from which they can scrutinize a county 
at a glance. Bomb-dropping has developed no such effectiveness, but 
it has gone far enough to make it fair to suppose that it will menace 
the position of naval armaments. : , | 

It is early, however, to predict that naval equipment will be dis- 
placed altogether. The flying art is but in its incipiency. Discoveries 
will succeed one another with such rapidity within a few years that 
none of the enginery of war will be secure in its position—not even 
the aeroplane itself. The aeroplane is dependent upon continuous 
movement for its ability to remain in air. On the other hand, much 
may be accomplished some day with a rotary contrivance which will 
lift a car with several occupants and sustain it poised over a given 
spot indefinitely. Thus a stationary outpost would be established 
in the air for repelling the attacks of aerial forces, while it would 
have the advantage of the protection of its. army directly below to 
secure it against attack from such vertical artillery as might be utilized 
to harass swiftly moving aeroplanes. Furthermore, such rotary con- 
veyances might prove efficient for use from the decks of battleships, 
as a defense from aerial attack. 

However it may work out, it seems reasonable to believe that 
recent developments will serve, at least, to halt headlong investment 
in $12,000,000 floating fortresses, the effectiveness of which may 
be either multiplied or canceled entirely by a frail scout vehicle of 
wood or metal and canvas, bearing, like the Thracian chariots of old, 
a charioteer and a‘single warriof whose javelins no steel or masonry 
could withstand. 
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
